Residents of the South end of Par- 
is from Fifteenth street to the city 
limits whose homes are properly 
equipped are now enjoying the com- 
forts of natural gas. The gas was 
turned into the mains in that section 
of the city yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. J. H. Satterwhite, of the Cen- 
tral Kentucky Natural Gas Co., has 
been in the city for several days, and 
yesterday completed the installation 
of the company's meter at the junc- 
tion of the pipe line and the city- 
main. Sunday afternoon two sections 
of the line were blown out prepara 
tory to turning the gas into the mains 

Workmeh yesterday completed the 
installation of the reducing service on 
Pleasant street, near the corner of 
Eighth. Superintendent C. L. Steen- 
bergen, of the Paris Gas & Electric 
Co., has a full force at work in an. ef- 
fort to have everything in readiness 
with a view of having gas turned in- 
to the mains throughout the city by 
Wednesday night. This morning it 
is expected that the gas' will be 
turned into the section of main from 
Fifteenth street to the corner of 
Twelfth and Main, and the afternoon 
from Twelfth to the reducing service 
on Pleasant street. 

From this point gas will be distrib- 
uted to the business section, and the 
East end of the city and hrough the 
high pressure mains which have been 
installed. 

' As' soon as natural gas is turned 
into the pipes the gas plant in East 
Paris, which is used for the manufac- 
ture of artificial gas, will either be 
dismantled or locked up to be used 
in emergencies. ;

LEXINGTON CONCERN TO FUR- 
NISH ELECTRICITY TO PARIS CO. 


.The report that has been circu- 
lated here that the Paris Gas & Elec- 
tric Company would soon be absorbed 
by the Kentucky Utilities Co., is with- 
out foundation, according to informa- 
tion given out by the officials of the 
local company and no change in the 
ownership of the plant will take place 
as rumored. 

The rumor in all probability gained 
circulation when a contract was made 
with the Kentucky Utilities Co. to 
furnish current to the Paris Gas & 
Electric Co., after the latter had se- 
cured a franchise by purchase from 
the Bourbon Fiscal Court to string 
wires and erect poles on the Lexing- 
ton pike. 

The Paris plant has been running 
to its capacity for some months, and 
i as a result a contract was made with 
I the Lexington Utilities Co., which has. 
! ownership of the plat will take place 
Co. to supply the Paris sompany with 
such current as it needed above the 
capacity of its local plant. 

The character of the current fur- 
nished by the Lexington Utilities Co., 
and that generated at tha local plant 
are iden/ical, and the Paris company 
will take what it needs from the Lex- 
ington company's wires at Kenney. 
This step was taken by the Paris com- 
pany as being less expensive, both in 
the long run and as a matter of imme- 
diate investment, than to install addi- 
tional generators of electricity in its 
local plant. 

While the contract was made over 
a month ago for the purchase of cur- 
rent it does not specify so far as is 
known that the Lexinton company 
shall udertake to furnish all the cur- 
rent needed in Paris, and it is learned 
that the Paris company will keep a 
close comparative record of its costs 
and that should it be found less ex- 
pensive to buy current than to manu- 
facture it the Lexington •ompany may 
supply a increasing proportion of cur- 
rent up to a point where the Paris 
plant finds manufaoture profitable. .

Members of the State Tax Commis- 
sion are considering a completed draft 
of a bill which would revolutionize 
the system of assessing and collecting 
taxes in Kentucky. Prof. Carl Plehn, 
of the University of California, pre- 
pared a draft, after which President 
W. O. Davis, of the commission, and 
Secretary Elwood Hamilton, prepar- 
ed some amendments to it, and copies 
of the original draft and the amend- 
ments were sent to each member of 
the commission, who will meet soon 
and decide upon a final draft of the 
bill as it will go to the General. As- 
sembly. 

A Central Tax Commission, compos- 
ed *of three members, appointed by 
the Governor, one of the members to 
belong to a minority party, will have 
charge of the entire work of assessing 
property of all kinds, including rail- 
roads and other corporations. Under 
this commission will be deputies, ap- 
pointed under the civil service rules. 
The State will be divided into thirty- 
five districts, Conforming to the judi- 
cial districts. The Tax Commission 
and the deputies will work the year 
around, and actual inspection of each 
piece of property assessed will be 
made. 

The bill would abolish the State 
Board of Equalization, the State 
Board of Valuation and Assessment, 
County Board of Supervisors and 
County and City Assessors. It is es- 
timated that it will make an initial 
saving in the annual cost to the State 
alone of assessing property of $50,- 
000. , 

As the County Assessors are elect- 
ed this year for four years, it is 
porbable that some plan will be in- 
corporated in the bill providing for 
their employment, so that they will 
not lose out just as, soon as they 
take office.

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Waste wood in the manufacture of 
school desks is now being used for 
the backs of cheap brushes, accord- 
ing to the statement of the forest ser- 
vice. 

A large manufacturer of scholl 
desks in Michigan had a considerable 
amount of waste material in sizes 
which were too short to enter into 
the manufacture of the smallest desks 
and could not be utalized further 
with his machinery or in his line of 
work. This material was all hare 
maple in pieces an inch thick, a foot 
or so long, and about three inches 
wide. For a long time it had been 
consigned to the watte pile and sold 
as fire-wood. This waste amounted to 
from one thousand to fifteen hundred 
board feet each day. A nearby man- 
ufacturer was using practically this 
quantity of maple, which he was saw- 
ing up into small pieces for making 
the backs of cheap brushes. 

Members of the forest serviee, in'- 
Testigating methods of eliminating 
factory waste, conceived the idea that 
the blocks used by the brush factory 
could be readily seeured from the 
was^e of the school desk manufac- 
turer, and on this basis got the two 
together. Arrangements were made 
so that the brush manufacturer now 
places orders with the other Arm for 
its raw material and what was for- 
merly waste is now a souree of promt.

for the purpose. 

The dog tax in Kentucky produced 
more revenue in 1912 ($127,651) than 
all the taxes from bonds ($32,425), 
cash in banks ($64,240), and stocks in 
corporations ($14,000); total $110,665, 
while farm lands and town lots and 
improvements paid $3,177,360. 

"The Dog Tax" Counties in Ken- 
tucky are in the same fix as "the Cow 
Counties" were in California and it is 
high time to quit barking and com- 
mence biting. A vote for the tax 
amendment at the, November election 
will make the other fellow do some 
howling, if "the Dog Tax" counties 
will only do their duty and vote for 
the amendment and enable the legisla- 
ture to frame laws to make all classes 
of property pay their legitimate share 
of taxation. 

Extract From Report of State Tax 
Commission. 

"We recommend, that the proposed 
Constitutional Amendment should be 
adopted by the voters of the state. 

"This Amendment has been care- 
fully drawn, its provisions are clear 
and plain. 

"It follows precedents which have 
j been tried and proved successful in 
other states. 

J "It authorizes practical changes, 
, whic h, in our judgment, if adopted, 
will increase revenue, remove restric- 
tions now handicapping valuable en- 
terprises, and place Kentucky upon a 
fair plane with other states which 
have shown marked progress and 
prosperity, as a result of sane and 
sound revenue laws. 

"It provides that,any and all changes 
made thereunder in our tax laws up to 
1917 must be approved by the people 
themselves after passage by the leg- 
islature and their approval may be 
made a condition after that time, so 
that the whole matter rests in the 
hands of the people. 

"We consider the amendment nec- 
essary in order to enable the legisla- 
ture to take the initiative in any ef- 
fective revision of the revenue laws 
of the state, which have been con- 
demned by the then State Tax Com- 
missions and criticised annually by 
the State Equalization Board.

"THANKS" PROCLAMATION

President" Wilson has designated 
Thursday, November 27, as Thanks- 
giving Day, and has issued the follow- 
ing—his first Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion : f I 

"The season is at hand in which it 
has been our long-respected custom 
as a people to -turn in praise and 
thanksgiving to Almighty God, for his 
manifold mercies and blessings to us 
as a nation. The year that has just 
passed has been marked in a peculiar 
degree by manifestation of His graci- 
ous and benificent providence. 0 
\ "We have not only had peace 
throughout our own borders and with 
the nations of the world, but that 
peace has brightened by constantly 
multiplying evidences of genuine 
friendship, of mutual sympathy and 
understanding, and of the happy oper- 
ation of many elevating influences of 
both of ideal and practice. 

"The Nation has been prosperous 
not only, but has proved its capacity 
to take calm counsel amidst the rapid 
mevement of affairs and deal with its 
own life in spirit of candor, right- 
eousness and comity. 

"We have seen the practical com- 
pletion of the great work at the Isth- 
mus of Panama which not only illus- 
trates the Nation's abundant resourc- 
es to accomplish what it will and the 
distinguished skill and ' capacity of 
its public servants, but also promises 
the beginning of a new age, of new 
contacts, new neighbors, new sympa- 
thies, new bonds, and new achieve- 
ments of co-operation and peace." 

"Righteousness exalteth a nation," 
and 'Peace on earth, good will toward 
men" furnish the* only foundations 
upoh which can be built the lasting 
achievements of the human spirit. 
The year has brought us the satisfac- 
tions of work well done and fresh 
visions of our duty which will make 
the work of the future better still. 

"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil-

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Butcher Tells Way in Which to Put 
Them Dow". 



In the Woman's Home Companion 
a retail butcher writes an article en- 
titled, "Reducing the Meat Bill,'' in 
which he shows how people who buy 
the high-priced meat don't get the 
best meat. He says that some of the 
cheapest meats are the best. He 
takes an itemized weekly meat bill 
of $4.63 and shows, item tjy item, 
how the bill can be reduced to $3.21 
just by using cheaper cuts' which he 
says are better cuts. After dealing 
with the various kinds of steaks, in 
which, by the way, he tells about the' 
steak that the butcher eats himself, 
he goes on as follows about roasts 
and chops. 

"A roast of beef costing a dollar 
or dollar and a half at the present 
time iS not much; a hungry and 
"healthy family will probably finish 
it in one meal. You can readily eat 
it in one meal. You can still enjoy 
good roast beef, and surely for less 
money, only buy the right cut. From 
past observation the writer has-found 
that nine out of ten customers ask for 
the first cut of the rib roast. Of 
course, they are the most expensive 
cuts. The fifth, Sixth and shoulder 
ribs are hardly in demand, and the 
butcher has a hard time selling them. 
These end ribs or shoulder ribs of 
roast beef are not only considerably 
cheaper to buy but are richer in food 
value and nourishment. When buy- 
ing one of the three or four ribs of 
beef, say, for instance, weighing five 
pounds, "you will find that you have 
hardly sufficient meat left after it is 
carefully trimmed and the bone taken 
out. The difference in price between 
the first cut on the rib and the last 
two cuts is at least six cents per 
Round; and when you ask for a shoul- 
der rib roast, ask the butcher to in- 
sert a piece of suet in the center of 
the roast, or, if he has time, to lard it 
with thin pieces of fat. Another good 
piece of meat for roast beef is the 
top sirloin, which is not so cheap, but 
is recommended because it has no 
waste. 

"The next important item on, the 
meat bill is chops, either lamb, pork 
or veal chops. Lamb chops, however, 
are the kind mostly demanded, and of

Mitchell Stevens, twenty-one-year-, 
old leader of a tribe of gypsies camp- 
ing at West Overbrook, Pa., and his 
fourteen-year-old bride, Elizabeth, 
were released from custody following 
a hearing, and the young bride's par- 
nets, Jno. Mitchell and wife, who live 
near Indianapolis and who caused the 
couple's arrest after an eight months' 
search for them, were arrested in- 
stead. 

The child wife of the gypsy chief, 
after proving that she was legally 
married 'to him, charged her parents 
with having sold every one of her sis- 
ters into slavery and having attempt- 
ed to do likewise with her. They 
were locked up for a hearing.

Sister-inLaw of Beiliss Say She Wi 
Haunted by Agents. 



Mrs. Rachel Reuben, sister-in-law 
of Mendel Beiliss, chief figure in the 
I "Ritual murder" trial, is residing in 
Philadelphia, Pa., with her three ba- 
bies, and declares that she is afraid 
of her life, believing that 'agents of 
the Czar of Russia are continually 
spying upon her and awaiting their 
chance to kill her. 

"They have been so merciless to us 
all who are Beillss's relatives," she 
said. "They have trumped up every 
conceivable charge against us to 
stamp us out. They hounded me un- 
til I was forced to take my little ones 
! and steal out of Russia. 

"Mendel Beiliss has been in jail 
for two years, and during that time 
he has not been allowed to speak to 
any one. But it is not alone Mendel 
that has suffered. Every one of his 
relatives and friends has been sub- 
jected to persecution. 

"The -only -evidence they have 
against him is that some person 
swore they heard him say that Mat- 
zas (unleavened beard) in order to 
conform .with the Jewish ritual, must 
contain human blood."

Production 



Natural gas production has become 
one of the leading industries of the 
United States, and to this country be- 
longs the credit of making natural gas 
a commercial product. It is the best 
of fuels — cleaner, more convenient, 
and more efficient for almost any 
purpose than any other fuel. Were 
it possible to transport natural gas as 
coal, petroleum, or other fuels now in 
use are transported, it would be the 
leading fuel of the world and its val- 
ue would probably exceed that of any 
other commodity. As it is, enormous 
quantities are wasted annually, quan- 
tities too great even to be estimated, 
and it is with great difficulty that in- 
terest can be aroused in the impor- 
tance of conserving this valuable fuel 
and in preventing the exhaustion of 
the- fields. Although steps have been 
taken in some localities to prevent 
waste, it still goes on. 

The utilization of waste gas from 
the oil wells in different parts of the 
United States has been an important 
means of conserving this fuel, and the 
increasing number of plants erected 
are being erected for the extraction 
of gasoline from this "casting-head 
gas" was one of the most important 
features of the natural gas industry in 
the year 1912. 

The year was one of greatest pros- 
perity to the natural gas producer and 
a record-breaker for output, according 
to R. Hill, of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey. The total estimated 
consumption of natural gas in the 
United States in 1912 was 562,203,452,- 
000 cubic feet, valued at $84,563,957, 
an average price of 15.04 cents a 
thousand cubic feet, compared with 
512,993,021,000 cubic feet, valued at 
$74,621,534 an average price of 14.55 
cents, in 1911. The number of domes- 
tic consumers supplied with gas in the 
United States in 1912 was 1,621,557 
and the value of gas consumed for 
domestic purposes amounted to $50,- 
960,883., while the number of indus- 
trial consumers was 15,936 and the 
value of gas consumed for industrial 
purposes was $33,603,074. On the as- 
sumption that 28,000 cubic feet of gas 
equals in heating power 1 ton of coal, 
the fuel displaced by gas consumed in 
1912 was equivalent to approximately 
20,000,000 tons of coal. 

In the latter part of 1911 and 
throughout 1912 the price of petrole- 
um continued to advance. This stim- 
ulous of higher prices made drilling 
more active in every district and re- 
sulted in the discovery of some new 
oil and gas pools, as well as in the 
extension of older fields. So long as 
present prices prevail the search for 
oil and gas will continue, and it is 
probable that the year 1913 will show 
still greater results than 1912. 

One feature of particular interest in 
the year 1912 was the completion of 
the pipe line which is to convey natu- 
ral gas from Buena Vista Hills of 
Kern County, Cal., to consumers in 
the city of Los Angeles and the sur- 
rounding towns. This pipe line was 
built under great difficulties and at 
tremendous cost. It is expected that 
on the completion of the compresser 
which is being built in the Midway 
field this line will be put into opera- 
tion. 

West Virginia was the greatest pro- 
ducer of natural gas in 1912, the fig- 
ures being 215,785,027,000 cubic feet 
valued at $29,064,968. Pennsylvania 
was the largest consumer of gas, her- 
self producing to the value of 922,- 
823,725, but consuming $26,48,:'.02 
worth of gas. West Virginia, on the 
other hand, consumed only about one- 
fourth of her output, the balance be- 
ing piped into other States.

MUST WEAR BADGES. 



Hunters in Ohio a n d Pennslyvania 
Required to Do So By Law. 



Badges as big as butter plates, 
bearing the hunting license number 
of the wearers must be worn by 
sportsmen when they take the field 
in Ohio or Pennsylrania, while gun- 
ners who cross the Canadian line into 
Manitoba or Saskatchewan must go 
clad in immaculate white. 

These are some of the peculiar re- 
quirements set forth in a synopsis of 
the game law requirements issued by 
the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington. 

The Department's analysis of the 
game laws of the various States and 
Canada discloses the fact that vir- 
tually every State and Province 
across the border have undertaken 
to protect both* big game and migra- 
tory birds. 

Even Wyoming, recognised as 
among the last of big-game hunters' 
havens, has enacted drastic laws to 
safeguard game and has shortened 
the hunting season, besides limiting 
the size of the "bag" that may be 
made.
